2. It has been decided that expoit of Safflowei Seed (Kaidi Seed) will be 
allowed within a limited ceiling. 

3. .\ccordingly, the entry at Seiial Number 4 (vi) of Appcndix-2 will be 
deleted and the following entry will be added after Serial Number 21 of Li,st 
I of A])pendix-4, in the impoit and Export Policy 1988-91 (Vol, If) 

"22—Safflower Seed (Kardi Seed) ”. 

d. It has also been decided to devise the following special procedure for 
export of Safflower Seed (Kardi Seed) in tenns of para 12(3) of Section I of 
Import and Export Policy 1988-91 (Vol. II). 

5. The ceiling for export of Safflower Seed (Kardi Seed) will be placed at 
the disposal of Indian Ou & Produce Exjmrters Association, Bombay, (lOPEA), 
Export will be allowed on the basis of first-come, first-served ba.sis against 
the film contract. 

G, lOPEA would issue a ceiling slip to the exporter indicating the full 
paiti(.ular.s such as name of I he exporter, number and date of order, cjuantily 
allowed, FOB Value and destination etc. The exporters tlicn shall ap[)roach the 
concerned licensing authority and submit the coiling slip. Exporters whde ap¬ 
plying for export licence would also submit a Bank Guarantee equiv.rlont tn 1 
per cent of the FOB Value to the licensing authority which would be forfeited 
in case-exports do not take place by 31st March, 1990, The amount so forfeited - 
shall be credited to the Government account. 
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7. On prcjLTitation ot ceiling slip and also on furnishing the Bank Guarantee 
cqni\nUiu tt) 1 per cent of the FOB Value bj the et'-poitcis, Port Incensing 
AiitltonU mil issue e.\poit Ikeiice to the concemed e'tporter. Export Licemes 
issuetl h) the lit ending aiithoiities will have a validity peitod oE six months 
from the date of issue or till 3Ist March, 1990, whidiever is earliei. 

8, lOPI.A would stop issuing ceiling slip as and when the ceiling is exhau¬ 
sted, lOPEA will also not issue any ceiling slip after 31st March, 1990, even il 
the quantity o£ ceiling is left unutilised. 

9 L.xport will be allowed by the Customs authorities on the basis of 
expoit licence issued by tire port licensing authority.
